Hey write from Vienna of the 17th Inftane. 
That the Emperor has nam d the Prince of 
Lichtenftein, Count Taun, and Count Bace- 

lint tor his Commuthoners at the Diet ot Presbur 
The Fire-work thac was made ro be let off at the 
Arrivalet his Imperial Mayjefty, rook tire accident- 
allv, Whereupon the Ar:enal was blown up, and fe- 
veral Men kill!d. The Departure-of the Queen of 
Spain is hke to be pur off for {ome time, ar leat ‘till 
the Affairs on thar fide are ina berrer Pofture. The 
Kiector Palatine promifes to fend 18 Squadrons, and 
13 Barallions of his Forces to the Khine, as foon as 
the Affairs of the Upper Palatinate are determin d 
to his Satisfaction. The Corruzzen lare- 
ly co furprizecthe Frontiersof Jablunka, but were 

repuls'd with great Lots, 

Frankfort, March 27. Gelinghaufen is blockt up 
by 300 Palatines, but the Burghers teem refolw’d to 
defend themlelvesto the laft Extremity : More Troops 
will be brought betore thar Place in order to reduce 
it, the fame being made ever as a Paun to the K- 


lector Palatine.. The French Horfe lately deta hd 


for Flanders, continue their March chither. The Pro- 
teftanr Conference ar Arau is naw begun,and its faid 
They will require a Categorical Antwer, why the 
Rautrcation of che French King, relating to the Neu.
